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Expansion Planned 

For "School Night" 

"School Night," Radnor Township's 
experiment in adult education which 
last winter caught the imagination of 
more than f>(>() residents of Wayne 
and twenty-two surrounding communi- 
ties will shortly announce an enlarged 
program for the fall, according to 
Harry C. Creutzburg, chairman of 
ihe Hoard of Directors. 

The program is to be inaugurated 
in the Radnor High School at Wayne 
with a series of three forum lectures 
by nationally known personages. It 
will prc-ent a curriculum sufficiently 
diversified to attract an increasing 
number of grown-ups, whether in 
-.arch of useful knowledge, the pur- 
suit of a hobby or stimulating 
I'.-.reat ion. 

■•School Night is no longer an ex- 
periment," said Mr. Creutzburg. 
•Thi> fall's program will he pre- 
sented in response to a definite appeal 
on the part of those men and women 
who attended the school last winter 
and enjoyed the exhilaration of work- 
ing with their hands, getting ac- 
quainted with subjects which had 
long intrigued them or being brought 
up to .late in tields of activity which 
interested them in school or college. 

"The new curriculum has been ar- 
ranged and developed by T. Bayard 
Heatty and the Course of Studies 
Committee, on the basis of a ques- 
tionnaire listing some sixty sug- 
gested courses on which men and 
women were asked to indicate prefer- 
ences and wherever possible these 
preferences have been faithfully fol- 
lowed. 

l.a-t year eleven courses were off- 
ered, ranging from nearby Colonial 
history and public speaking to con- 
tract bridge, tisbing and gardening. 
This year it is expected that more 
than twice as many courses, many 
limited to small groups to permit in- 
dividual attention, will be made avail- 
able. 

"School Night" was instituted last 
winter as the result of a letter de- 
voted to the subject of adult educa- 
tion and published in THE SlBfKBAN. 
The widespread comment it occa- 
sioned left little doubt that a large 
number of residents of Wayne and 



the environs were interested, and the 
initial experiment followed. The 
availability of distinguished authori- 
ties on various .subjects from thi! 
faculties of Philadelphia and Main 
Line institutions made possible 
streamlined courses in child psychol- 
ogy, pottery, current events and 
many other subjects which appealed 
to the business man and the house- 
wife.
